Commission Appointed by Gov- 
ernor Hughes to Look 
Into Reforms 



WORK WILL BE IMPORTANT 



Recommended ' Changes May 
Be Copied in Other 
States 



New York, Nov. 14. — In financial 
circles here today tho view was freely 
expressed that the action o£ Owenur 
Hughes in appointing a comtnUttJO "o 
recommend charges in die. Maw York 
banking law may result in a similar 
movement in other sections of the 
country and the enactment of legisla- 
tion which will place state banking 
institutions on a basis and under su- 
pervision more closely akin to that of 
the national banks. 

A. Barton Hepburn, president of tho 
Chaso National Bank, and former 
controller of tho currency, who It is 
generally conceded will be the chair- 
man of the Hughes commission, is 
known as one of tho strongest ad- 
advocates of the national banking; 
system in the financial world. It is 
believed that Mr. Hepburn will per- 
sonally recommend to his associates 
that the state law should be made to 
conform as nearly as possible with the 
federal statutes. 

The report of the commission Is 
looked forward to by bankers gen- 
erally as likely to express at once 
the highest and the most conservative 
opinion as to reforms needed In the 
way of financial state legislation. 

The view has been held in New 
York that, aside from national cur- 
rency legislation, the banking system 
largely needed a system of uniform 
state laws. All the members of the 
commission appointed by Governor 
Hughes are presidents of New York 
banks and trust companies. This fact 
occasioned no surprise, inasmuch as 
this city is the financial centre of the 
country. By reason of New York's 
dominating position In finance many 
bankers were inclined to bolleve to- 
day that the report of the commission 
made to Governor Hughes may form 
the framework for legislation In many 
other states. The investigation and, 
recommendations of the commission 
are looked upon as being national as 
well na local In their nature. Mr. 
Hepburn said today that the commis- 
sion will get to work Inside of a week, 
and ho said: "Wo will be In a position 
to comply with Governor Hughes' re- 
quest for a report by December 16th. 
It Is expected that the views of the In- 
dividual members of tho commission 
will co-lnckle In most matters, and 
our work Will consist largely in bring- 
ing out and emphasising the more Im- 
portant points. I have been in con- 
sultation with Governor Hughe3 for 
several weeks. He has taken a deep 
Interest in the subject and Is con- 
vinced that changes in the banking 
laws are needed. 

"We hope to be able to meet this 
view and to convince the legislature 
and the public of the wisdom of the 
course wo shall recommend." 

Trust companies, It is understood, 
will come in for a large share of con- 
sideration by tho commission. 

All of the. men chosen by Governor 
Hughes signified their acceptance to- 
day, of the trust Imposed upon them. 
Tho personnel of the commission Is: 
A. It. Hepburn, president of the Chaso 
National bank; Edwin Marston, 
president of the Farmers' Loan and 
Trust company: Algernon C. Frlssell, 
president of the Fifth Avenue bank;

TRAITOROUS OFFICER 

French Ensign Tells Story of Hi3 At- 
tompt to Sell Military Secrets 
to a Foreign Power 

Paris, Nov. 11. — Ensign Ullmo, who 
was arrested last month at Toulon 
charged with being a spy, today con- 
fessed to the magistrate that he had 
been In communication with a fort- 
eign power, which, he added, refused 
his offers on the ground that the price 
lie asked was ton high. fl 

Ullmo explained ,; iat he met the 
agent of this foreign power at Brus- 
sels. He asked $11)0,000 for the docu- 
ments in his possession, but this price 
was refused, on the ground that they 
were not of sufficient value. The 
negotiations then came to an end. 
Tlllmo nald he had no dealings with 
any other power. lie assured the ex- 
amining magistrate that he had no 
documents other than those abstracted 
from the destroyer Caribbean. Ullmo's 
lawyer has entered a request that he 
be examined as to his mental condi- 
tion. 



St. Petersburg, Nov. 14.— Tho third 
Russian parliament was opened In the 
Taurlde Palace this morning in the 
presence of Premier Stolypln and tho 
cabinet by Mr. Golubeff, vice-president 
of the Council of the Empire. Tho 
religious servlco preceding the opening 
was conducted by the metropolitan 
Anatolius, and a large number of 
bishops and other high ecclesiastics, 
and was made the occasion for a great 
display of patriotic enthusiasm on the 
part of the Conservative and Moderate 
members. The national hymn was re- 
peatedly sung, and the Emperor was 
vigorously cheered. The city is quiet. 
A few hundred students gathered in 
the vicinity of the palace, but did not 
attempt to make a demonstration. 

The ceremony of opening parliament 
was simple. M. Golubeff, accompanied 
by his secretary, Baron Uexkull de 
Gyldenbundt, mounted the tribune, in- 
vited the members to rise, and read 
the Imperial ukase convoking the par- 
liament and a brief greeting from tho 
Emperor. _ 

M. Golubeff's speech In opening the 
parliament follows: "His Majesty tho 
Emperor has charged mo with tho 
high duty to bid the members of the 
third duma welcome in his name, and 
ho implores God's blessing on the 
wcrk before us, of establishing order 
and peace in our beloved fatherland, 
of promoting the enlightenment and 
well being of the people." 

At tho first mention of the Em- 
peror's name P. A. Krupensky, a 
marshal of the nobility, who was a 
member of the second parliament, aa 
well as being a member of the present 
houso, and who had been selected by 
the Conservati/es to lead the cheer- 
ing, interrupted M. Golubeff with a 
cry for cheers for the Emperor, which 
were given with a will and were re- 
peated at the end of M. Golubeff'a 
speech. The latter then read the oath 
of allegiance. 

A recess of an hour-n duration was 
taken while deputies signed the oath. 
The corps of mounted police paraded 
the principal streets to keep order. 

The first topic to engage the atten- 
tion" of the duma aUer tho organiza- 
tion of committees, etc., has been com- 
pleted, will be the conventional de- 
claration of the legislative and fiscal 
proposals of tho government, as well 
as the statement of its general policy. 
This declaration will ho delivered this 
year by Premier Stolypln. The bur 
den of the message this year will bo 
tho land question. In this connection, 
the government feels that the property- 
holding members of tho present duma 
will labor with all their might to pro- 
tect vested Interests against tho 
threatening peasants' revolt. 

In the matter of the budget the gov- 
ernment will present ample evidence 
of its ability to meet the ordinary 
expenditure out of •ettled Imposts. 
Lastly, tho message will make refer- 
ence to the measures taken to secure 
the pacification of the country. 

The chancellery of the duma today 
received the budget for 1908 from the 
minister of finance. According to it 
the total expenditure of tho empire for 
next year is placed at $1,257,000,000, 
and the ordinary receipts at $1,169,- 
000,000. the acknowledged deficit being 
$04,500,000. The Increase over last 
year for army and navy is set down 
at $28, 500, tlOO, foir railroads $5,000,000, 
for education $3,500,000, for agricul- 
ture $6,000,000, for postal communica- 
tion $1,500,000, for the public debt 
f7.OO0.0O0 and for other purposes 
S 000,000.

Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman, after ad- 
dressing a political meeting, was seiz- 
ed with sudden illness last night at 
the residence here of William How- 
ell Davis, /Liberal member of parlia- 
ment for South Bristol. Doctors at- 
tended the sufferer until the sharpness 
of the attack had ceased. The prem- 
ier's condition Is such that London 
doctors havo been summoned. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman has 
been prime minister and first lord of 
the treasury since 1005. He was born 
in 1836. 

Later, It was announced that the 

premier's sudden illness was due to 
a severe spasm of the heart, which 
was gradually relieved by restoratives. 
Ho was progressing favorably this 
afternoon. 

Tho condition of Premier Campbell- 
Bannerman continues satisfactory. Ho 
was able to sit up at a late hour to- 
night. It Is hoped that after two or 
three days' rest ho will be able to re- 
turn to London. No further bulletins 
will be Issued. The trouble is said to 
bo clue entirely to recent over-exer- 
tion. 



Former President of Knickerbocker 
Trust Company Ends Lifo With 
Bullet 



New York, Nov. 14.— Charles T. Bar- 
ney, for many years one of the most 
prominent financiers of New York city, 
committed suicide at his residence, 
Thirty-eighth street arid Park avenue, 
today. 

Mr. Barney shot himself in the head 
this morning and lived four and a half 
hours. His death was reported to the 
coroner's office shortly after 3 p.m., 
first as a case of sudden death and 
later as one of suicide. 

Mr. Barney was president of the 
Knickerbocker Trust company up to 
a day or two before that institution 
closed Its doors with liabilities amount- 
ing from $00,000,000 to $70,000,000. It 
was understood at the time the com- 
pany closed that Mr. Barney had been 
caught by this summer's sharp declines 
of prices in all securities. He lias not 
been scon at his office for several days, 
and It was known to his friends that 
ho was in a state of mental collapse, 
so that his friends were prepared for 
tho announcement of bis tragic death. 

Tho run on the Knickerbocker Trust 
company was participated by the an- 
nouncement of the National Bank of 
Commerce that it would no longer 
clear the accounts of the Trust com- 
pany through tho New York clearing 
house. Mr. Barney's resignation as 
prosident followed. Mr. Barney was 
prominent in social circles, as well as 
in tho world of finance, and was a 
member of most of tho leading clubs 
and other social organizations. He 
was 55 years old. His wife was a sis- 
ter of the late Wm. C. Whitney. 



MR, BRYAN READY 
TO BE CANDIDATE 



Says He Will Accept Demo- 
cratic Nomination if it is 
Offered to Him 



Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 14. — Wm. J. 
Bryan will accept tho nomination for 
president in 1308. He says that for 
> cars he has been pressed to answer 
tho question: "Will you accept the 
nomination?" and he believe the pub- 
lic Is entitled to an answer and to 
know the position he occupies. 

He says: "Now that the elections 
of 1907 aro passed and plans are be- 
ing made for next year's convention 
Mr. Bryan believes that a statement 
Is due to the public. Those who pre- 
fer a candidate are entitled to know 
his position; thoso who favor his nom- 
ination and those who demand his 
nomination have a right to demand an 
answer to this question, 'Will you ac- 
cept a nomination?' Refusal to an- 
swer the question has led to the cir- 
culation of many false reports, and 
unfriendly newspapers have taken ad- 
vantage of his silence to misrepresent 
his attitude. 

"Mr. Bryan will not ask nor seek 
a nomination, and he will not assume 
to decide the question of his avail- 
ability. He has been so amply recom- 
pensed by his party for what he has 
done and for what he has endeavored 
to do that he cannot claim a nomin- 
ation as a reward, even should his am- 
bition be considerable, for he has had 
honors enough from his party to satis- 
fy any reasonable ambition. The only 
question that is to bo weighed by the 
party is whether tho party can be 
strengthened more by his nomination 
or the nomination of some one else. 
If he can serve the party by being its 
candidate he will accept the commis- 
sion and make the best fight he can. 
If, however, the choice falls upon an- 
other, he will not be disappointed or 
disgruntled. His availability is a ques- 
tion to be decided not by him, not by 
a few leaders, not even by the leading 
newspapers that call themselves De- 
mocratic, but by the voters of tho 
party, and to them ho entrusts tho 
question for decision. They arc tho 
supreme court in all matters con- 
cerning candidates, as they are in all 
matters concerning the platform. 

"Ho assumes that they will not sel- 
ect him unless they desire to make 
on aggressive fight for tho application 
of Democratic principle, and he also 
takes it for granted that tho organ- 
ization of the party will be in har- 
mony with the platform, and will be 
composed of men whose political re- 
cords will invite confidence and give 
assurance that a victory If won will 
not be a barren victory. 

"The Republicans must nominate a 
reformer, or a stand-patter, or one 
whose position is unknown, and tho 
course of the Democratic party should 
be the same, no matter what element 
controls the Republican convention. 
The Democratic party must make tho 
fight for what it believes. Willie it 
may take advantage, of Republican 
mistakes, it must Idepend upon its 
own merits for success and not Upon 
the order of its opponents. 

"The action of the Republican con- 
vention may have Its influence on de- 
mocratic candidates, but it ought not 
to have any Influence in determning 
the Question whether the one cht'son 
by the Democrats should receive the 
nominal ion. If I he rank and tile of tho 
Democratic party desire Mr .Bryan to 
make the race he will make it, no mat- 
ter who may bo the Republic ■ nom- 
inee." 

Detroit, Nov. 14. — The Journal to- 
day prints an interview with Daniel 
J. Campau, Democratic national com- 
mitteeman from Michigan, and a warm 
personal friend of W. J. Bryan, in 
which Mr. Campau declares there is 
a strong demand in the party for Mr. 
Bryan for president.

Admiral Fleet's Plan for Put-

Tho regular monthly meeting of the 
Victoria branch of the Navy League 
was adjourned on Tuesday last In or- 
der to obtain the assistance of Admiral 
Fleet on the Wednesday following. 

On Wednesday tho adjourned meet- 
ing was held, Admiral Fleet being pre- 
sent. 

It was pointed out that it was not 
very much good to recommend contri- 
bution to tho navy unless some prac- 
tical working scheme could be sug- 
gested, and one which would enlist tho 
sympathies of Canada as a whole and 
the west coast especially. 

The idea of a universal Imperial na- 
val tax once suggested elsewhere waa 
condemned on the ground that it would 
be unpopular, people caring little to 
contribute to a fund In the administra- 
tion of which they had no share. 

The building of vessels locally was 
considered to havo much to recom- 
mend it, especially when it was re- 
membered that three-fourths of, tha 
cost of building a ship was spent in 
labor, therefore three-fourths spent up- 
on any ship built locally would go 
back into the pockets of the colony 
which contributed this ship, but it 
was held, in spite of some dissent, that 
B. C. was not yet in a position to build 
ships of the cruiser class. Finally. 
Admiral Float's ideas were submitted 
by that gentleman and formed the ba- 
sis of a suggestion which it Is pro- 
posed that the Navy League, of Canada 
should bo asked to endorse. The Ad- 
miral's suggestions follow: 

Suggestions for Canadian Naval 
Force 

These remarks apply rather to tho 
Pacific coast, as the eastern coasts of 
the Dominion can be so easily and 
quickly reached by British warships in. 
heme waters. 

Strength of Force 

To commence with, two fast and 
not obsolete third-class cruisers of, 
let us say, the Perseus type, protected, 
2135 tons, 5,000 I. H. P., S guns, 4 or 5, 
complement probably 225; four de- 
stroyers of the high (forward) free 
board type. 

■ Employment 

One cruiser either on Retiring Sea 
patrol duties (August to October) or 
showing the flag on the western coasts 
of North, Central and South America: 
Limits, Punta Arenas Straits of Ma- 
gellan. Also the Pacific Islands to tho 
limits of the late Pacific station. 

Early this year it was considered 
necessary to send two second-class 
cruisers, one from the Australian and 
the other from the Chinn squadron, to 
show tho flag on the western coast of 
Central and South America (Flora and 
Cambrian.) They met at Honolulu 
and proceeding to Acapulco steamed 
down the western coasts, visiting all 
the principal ports. 

The Shearwater's services were also 
required this year on the Central 
American coast's during the fighting 
going on there. 

This cruiser to be accompanied, per- 
haps, by one destroyer. 

The cruising cruiser to carry an ad- 
vanced class under training, the other 
one being stationed In home waters, 
headquarters at Esquimau, taking with 
her the three remaining destroyers, 
short cruises in B. C. waters, visiting 
the various harbors and especially 
those on tho north and west coast of 
j Vancouver Island, their officers and 
crews thus becoming intimately ac- 
quainted with fhe harbors and tho Io- 
j cal conditions of winds, tides, currents 
and meteorology of tho B. C. coast, so 
essential to the success of operations 
during war time. 

Tho "home" cruiser to take the jun- 
ior classes under training, transferring' 
them to the destroyers periodically for 
torpedo training. 

I have been told that the training: 
system was tried on the eastern coast.? 
of Canada, and that tho Pylades, I 
presume the old Pylades, an obsolete, 
masted vessel, was lent by the govern- 
ment for naval training, and that prac- 
tically sho Is at present rotting in har- 
bor for want of men to man her, from 
lack of interest. 

Training for training's sake only is 
apt to fail in its object, but if specific 
and useful duties have to bo performed 
the officers and men thereon employed 
will surely feel that they aro doing 
good and useful imperial work and are 
not merely "playing at sailors." They 
will be thus stimulated to perfect 
themselves In seamen's duties and will 
sot an example to and encourage those 
who contemplate following a naval 
profession In the Dominion. 

The force, as tho coast proylnco de- 
velops and on the completion of tho 
Panama canal, will eventually havo to 
be Increased. 

Personnel at First. 

The Esquimau dockyard, If taken 
over by tho Dominion government, to 
be in charge of a commander R. N: re- 
tired with tho rank of Captain, with 
local rank as Commodore, to reside In 
the present naval store officers' house 
and to fly his broad pennant on the 
"home" cruiser.

Slr James Hector, formerly chancel- 
lor of the University of New Zealand 
who was geologist of t.lie Palliser 
boundary marking expedition and ex- 
plorations in ^Northwestern Canada 
and British Columbia is dead in Wel- 
lington, N. Z. 

Sir James, then Dr. Hector, render- 
ed Invaluable services under (.'apt. 
Palliser and his name will always be 
remembered In connection with the 
early history of Western Canada. 

It will be remembered that It was 
the party under Dr. Hector which 
made the first scientilic exploration of 
Kicking Horse pass and gave it its 
name. 

The doctor was geologist to the 
party but his services were used in 
a very general manner as the reports 
of Capt. Palliser to the secretary of 
state of the imperial government show, 
subject The expedition started at Sault Ste 
Marie and explored the Kaminstlqula 
river In 1857 proceeding west and ex- 
ploring that portion of British North 
America lying between the northern 
branch of the Saskatchewan river and 
the frontier of the United States and 
between the Red river and the Rocky 
mountains and incidentally proceed- 
ing through to the Pacific coast. 

Dr. Hector had been entrusted with 
a separate party and made a hazard- 
ous Journey north to Edmonton house 
exploring the Saskatchewan. His re- 
turn to the main body under Capt. 
Palliser is thus referred to by that 
gentleman In a letter to Lord Stan- 
ley, M. P: 

"I have great pleasure in repotrlng 
the arrival of Dr. Hector while I have 
been writing this letter. I have been 
very anxious about him knowing how 
badly off he must have been for prov- 
isions. He has had a very severe 
journey and much trouble In finding 
game enough to ..feed himself and 
party. He has a.massed a large stock 
of information as 1 ., to the mountains, 
geographical as well, as geological. He 
is very anxious to penetrate farther 
to the west hut unfortunately my in- 
structions prevent me from permitting 
him to do so, however desirable I 
might consider such a journey to be. 
In addition to being a most accom- 
plished naturalist, Dr. Hector is the 
most accurate mapper of original 
country I have ever seen au.l is now 
an experienced traveler. There is no 
department of the exneditlon in which 
h Is not only competent but willing 10 
assist." 

Dr. Hector mkes the following ref- 
erence to the Kicking Horse river 
which gave its name to the pass: 

"Here." says the report, "I received 
a severe kick in the chest from my 
horse rendering me senseless and dis- 
abling me for mvic time." 

The river throughout the report is 
then called Kicking Horse river. 

Sir James Hector was created K. c. 
M. G. in 1 SR7. lie retired from the 
chancellorship of 'the university of 
New Zealand in 190.'!. He was a grad- 
uate of Edinburgh university with the 
degree of M. D.

CONSERVATIVE CONVENTION. 

A meeting of the Victoria Liberal- 
Conservative Association is called for 
Monday next for the purpose of elect- 
ing delegates to the Provincial Con- 
servative Convention to be held In 
Vancouver on the 22nd and 23rd In- 
stant. There ought to be and there 
doubtless will be a large attendance." 
The forthcoming provincial convention 
will bo a matter of very great Import- 
ance to the Conservative party, for at 
it the preliminary steps for the com- 
ing electoral campaign will lie taken. 
As many members of the Party as 
can make it convenient should be 
present at the Association, for, 
while it is an easy tiling for a 
few people to get together and name 
delegates, those who may he selected 
will feel the honor and responsibility 
attaching to the position all the moro 
if they are chosen at a large and re- 
presentative meeting of the party. The 
Conservatives of Victoria have never 
been in better shone for a vigorous 
campaign than they are now, and this 
ought to be demonstrated by the 
strength of the gathering which will 
assemble on Monday night to elect 
delegates. 

A NUCLEUS NAVV. 

We print elsewhere the suggestions 
made by Rear-Adlniral Fleet in regard 
to a nucleus of a Canadian navy. They 
are along the lines of ills speech at a 
public, meeting of the Navy Deaguo 
upon which wo commented at the timo 
with an expression of the heartiest 
approval. Captain Fleet suggests that 
Canada might begin with two cruisers 
and two destroyers . to be stationed on 
the Pacific Coast. He shows the 
duty that these vessels could be as- 
signed to and his suggestions are the 
more valuable because they aro bas- 
ed upon the past work of the Imperial 
floet' on the west coast of America. 
Those vessels would also be used as 
training ships. Admiral Fleet also 
goes fully into the personnel of the 
force which would man these vessels. 

We Invite the attention of the Do- 
minion government to these sugges- 
tions. We hope that the Canadian 
press will discuss "them. Probably In 
the eastern part of the Dominion ex- 
ception may be taken to the establish- 
ment of a nucleus force to do service 



not be more than two days old when 
il reaches them, Making a liberal al- 
lowance for unmarried men and 
women, we suppose tins number rep- 
resents possibly 00,000 Individuals who 
could be looked upon as potential buy- 
ers of daily papers, and if of these we 
place the possible number of actual 
buyers, who would take a paper con- 
taining a first-class British news ser- 
vice, at 30,000, we think all newspaper 
men will admit that the figures are 
quite as high as the facts will warrant. 
What this signifies Is that there is 
very little margin for increase in the 
circulation of British Columbia, dall- 
ies, certainly not enough to warrant 
the proprietors of the papers incurring 
any great expenditure to improve the 
quality of their British news service. 

United States news Is covered well 
enough, and the Canadian news, while 
not just what many readers would 
like, is quite as good as the coast 
papers in Seattle, Tacoma, Portland or 
San Francisco get from the eastern 
states, relative speaking. We are not 
now referring to news of genera! in- 
terest, hut to local happenings in 
eastern states and provinces In which 
former residents of those states or 
provinces are interested. The Colon- 
ist keeps pretty close track of such 
incidents as they appear from time to 
time in eastern Canadian papers, and 
it Is bound to say that British Co 
lumbla papers do not miss very much 
which ought to have been sent to them. 
We frequently hear complaints from 
former residents of Eastern provinces 
that they rarely see anything in the 
Victoria papers about occurrences In 
their former homes. Such people do 
not stop to think how very little there 
i; that occurs in those places which 
has any general interest. If they com- 
plain, as some of them do. that wo 
publish accounts of murders and 
suicides in North Carolina or New 
Jersey, but rarely of any that happen 
in Nova Scotia or Quebec, our answer 
is that such things very rarely happen 
in Nova Scotia or Quebec. It has been 
said that "happy are the people whose 
annals are not glorious," and we think 
wo may add happy also are they the 
daily record of whose happenings Is 
not sensational. It is because the lat- 
ter statement is true of Canada that 
we receive so little Canadian news by 
telegraph. At the same time it would 
be very desirable if some means could 
bo devised whereby the people of all 
parts of Canada can be kept more 
closely in touch with what is going 
on in the Dominion.

is given exclusively to Parliament. In 
a despatch to the Times from Ottawa 
tho following sentence occurs: "The 
British North America Act, which al- 
lowed the provinces of British Colum- 
bia, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and 
Prince Edward's Island to grant di- 
vorces before the union has not been 
changed." Our contemporary's corre- 
spondent has either made a mistake 
or his despatch has been misscht. Tho 
British North America Act did not 
authorize the provinces named, or any 
other provinces,*" " to grant divorces 
either before or after the union. The 
only provision in the Act which touches 
this point is that which provides that 
all laws in force In the respective pro- 
vinces of, the Dominion shall remain 
In force until repealed or altered either 
by the Parliament of Canada or the 
provincial legislatures. The throe 
eastern maritime provinces had divorce 
laws, passed by their legislatures be- 
fore the union, and as these have never 
been altered they remain valid. If 
British Columbia had a divorce law be- 
fore tho entrance of this province into 
the Dominion, that law Is good today; 
the open question is whether or not 
the province had such a law. Mr. 
Justice r'lement has ■'••cided that it had 
not, and if this view shall he sustained, 
every divorce granted in the province 
would seem to be invalid, and it would 
follow that marriages subsequently 
contracted by tiie divorcees would lie 
invalid, and the children of such sub- 
sequent marriages would be Incapable 
of inheriting tho property of their 
pa rents. 

The Parliament or Canada, being 
omnipotent within Its jurisdiction, we 
cannot see how any question can be 
raised as to its right to pass a law 
declaring that divorces granted in this 
province aro valid, notwithstanding 
any doubt which may exist as to the 
existence of a law authorizing them; 
but BUCh an act would not confer jur- 
isdiction upon our courts to grant di- 
vorces in future, for it is exceedingly 
doubtful If Parliament has any desire 
to exercise its power to legislate 
generally as to divorce. In the event 
of such retroactive. legislation being 
enacted at Ottawa, it would probably 
be necessary for the provincial legis- 
lature also to take action. Laws re- 
lating to property and civil rights in 
tho province are within the jurisdic- 
tion of tho local legislatures, and while 
the Dominion Parliament undoubtedly 
has the power to declare existing di- 
vorces valid, it might be thought ne- 
sary for the province to provide 
that all property and civil rights af- 
fected by such divorces and subsequent 
marriages by the divorcees would lie 
held as valid as if a law authorizing 
divorce had existed in the province. 
Of course, tho need of such legislation 
may not arise for it may be decided 
that British Columbia divorces are 
valid, but if it is not, action of a 
very careful nature will he necessary, 
or else great injury may be done to 
innocent people.

Martin, increases slightly the majority 
gained by his lato brother at the gen- 
eral election. The Increase is from 308 
to 3S0. In Fast Northumberland .on the 
other hand, the Conservative candidate, 
Mr. Owens^ Increases the Conservative 
majority, winning a majority of 25(1 as j 
against the 20C won by the late Mr. 
Cochrane In 1U01, and this In spite of a 
most shameless attempt to bribe the 
constituency for the Liberal Interest by 
lavish promises of public works. So 
fur as the results may be taken to mean 
anything, they show that the strength 
of the Liberals in Ontario Is In no way 
Increasing. Indeed, Il seems to be go- 
ing back.

We are not claiming 
that we give what we would like to, 
hut perhaps the above comparison may 
show our readers that our city papers 
do not do so very badly after all, 
notwithstanding the great' handicap 
under which they necessarily labor. 



A Tremendous Blunder.

Japanese Witnesses in Van- 
couver Inquiry Proving 
Unsatisfactory 



. Vancouver, B. C, Nov. 13.— The cli- 
max in the effort's thus fur to dig to 
the roots of Immigration was reached 
by Commissioner King Just before the 
adjournment late yesterday of the third 
clay's inquiry, it even threatened to 
be dramatic when the commissioner, 
almost exhausted in his attempt to 
penetrate the Oriental mind by the 
circuitous route of an interpreter, fell 
bade in his official seat, exclaiming:: 

"it ia my belief that there is some- 
thing here that either you or some one 
el.se is Interested in concealing', and I 
mean to get to the bottom of It." 
■ The "you" was EC [shfllkawa, the 
man whose interesting, almost sen- 
sational statements of a week ago were 
responsible for this second inquiry. 
Those statements wore to the effect 
that local Japanese employment com- 
panies had agents in .Japan, that ho 
himself was a representative of S. 
Jloriaka, head of the immigration 
company In Japan, and that the Cana- 
dian .Nippon Supply Company, with 
oillces on Pender strett, also had agents 
in Japan. 

Flatly Denied It. 

"That is not true! Mr. Ishawaka is 
greatly mistaken! He know nothing 
about us. We have not brought a Jap- 
anese Into the country, and wo have 
no agents in Japan." 

This Hat denial came from the Ca- 
nadian. Nippon Company, through its 
vice president, Frederick Noshy, for- 
mer secretary of the local Japanese 
consulate. It was hurled with polite 
detiance at the bald brown head of 
Ishlwaka.

Winnipeg, Nov. 14. — R. C. Sander- 
sen, secretary of the Saskatchewan 
Grain Growers' Association, had a fur- 
ther interview witli Mr. VVhyte of the 
Canadian Pacific today, when the mat- 
ter of the supply of cars for the ship- 
ment of frozen wheat to eastern Can- 
ada was considered. Mr. Whyte 
stated that the rush of grain from 
western Manitoba and the southwest- 
ern portion of the province was now 
pretty well over, and that It would be 
In consequence possible to furnish 
cars In larger numbers to the points 
in the province of Saskatchewan, 
where there was a considerable quan- 
tity of this grain awaiting shipment. 
The termination of a largo proportion 
of the work of railway construction 
would also release an increasing num- 
ber of cars and locomotives available 
for use. 

A statement with regard to the pro- 
si nt alleged car shortage extracted 
from the latest C. P. R. report, for the 
week ending November 12, indicates 
that there were fifty per cent, more 
cars available daily for grain loading 
during this period than during tho 
same period In the years 1905 and 100G, 
and that tho average amount of wheat 
loaded is fifty per cent, greater than 
in the year 1006, and about equal to 
that of 1905. Although the grain 
stnrted to move much later this year 
than last, in fact three weeks later in 
Saskatchewan, the amount of grain in 
store in the country elevators on No- 
vember 12, this year, is exactly half 
the amount in store on that date in 
the year 1905, and a little better than 
one-third of the amount in store, at 
this time last year.

ACCIDENTAL DEATH 
IS JURY'S VERDICT 



Inquiry Into Cause of Long- 
shoreman's Death is Held ; 
by Coroner 



"That the said Robert Green came 
to his death at Victoria on Nov. 12 
from internal hemorrhage, the result 
Of injuries received in a, full from a 
balcony at Carpenter's cabins on Nov. 
11 or 12," 

. Tho above was the verdict by the 
coroner's jury empanelled yesterday to 
investigate into the circumstances in 
connection with tho death of Robert 
Green, a longshore •man, who died on 
Wednesday morning at the Jubilee hos- 
pital, whither he hud been sent by Dr. 
Robertson, medical health ollicer. 
Green, who was better known as 
"Reddy," has been a well known char- 
acter along 'the waterfront for the past 
fifteen years', lie resided in the up- 
stairs portion of a cabin on 'Herald 
street and, it Is said, had been drink- 
ing rather freely several days prior 
to that on which he received his in- 
juries. 

Kurly Tuesday morning-, according 
to his own statement to two of his 
friends, he had arisen from Ids bod 
to go and get a drink of water. He 
went upon the balcony in front of his 
cabin and feeling faint had leaned 
again,st the railing which gave way 
beneath his weight and lie was par- 
ticipated to the ground, striking some 
boards placed upright in the ground. 
Ho managed to drag himself back to 
his bed where he lay till Tuesday un- 
til the evening when Dr. Robertson, 
who was called in by the police, who 
had been notified of Green's condition, 
ordered him sent to the hospital whore 
ho died on Wednesday morning about 
6 o'clock. 

Tho inquest was sot Cor 2 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, the following be- 
ing called to serve as jurors: Jacob 
Hughes, foreman; James 13. Painter, 
George Burt, James Unpen. George 
Stokes and Allen Harper. Only three 
witnesses were called to give evidence, 
James Walsh and Charles Ward, both 
longshoremen and friends of the dead 
man, and Dr. Robertson, After being 
sworn the jury adjourned to Banna's 
undertaking rooms to view the body, 
but owing to a mistake Green's body 
was not there, that of David Burnett, 
who killed himself on Wednesday after- 
noon near Parson's bridge, having by 
mistake been sent from the hospital, 
This necessitated the jury going to the 
hospital and delayed tho Inquest for 
over an hour. 

Dr. Robertson, medical health ollicer, 
the lirst to give testimony, stated that 
he had, on Tuesday night, gone to 
Carpenter's cabin on Herald street to 
see Green who was In bed and while 
quite Conscious, was badly Injured. 
His pulse was qtdte Imperceptible, and 
ho complained of a shortness of breath. 
Green said he had fallen from off the 
balcony. Dr. Robertson ordered his 
removal to I he hospital where he died 
on Wednesday morning at ti o'clock. 
Death was caused by an internal hem- 
orrhage caused by the fall. The man 
had spit Up a large quantity of blood 
while lying in his cabin. 

James Walsh, a friend, of Green, and 
a longBnoJemanY testldeii to going to 
Green's cabin" on Tuesday morning. 
He had not seen ("i recti for some time 
and he thought he would call around 
and see him. Green wa-'i in bod and 
complained of folding sick. He ex- 
plained to Walsh that ho had had a 
fall, that he had gone out upon the 
balcony to get a drink of witter and 
feeling faint had leaned against tho 
railing which had given way under ills 
weight. Walsh stayed with Green for 
an hour or so and when another friend, 
Ward, came In the police were notlllod 
who culled In Dr. Robertson. 

Charles Ward had also called to 
soe Green about noon on Tuesday when 
ho found tho latter in a bad condition. 
Ho had coughed up a large quantity 
of blood and also told the same story 
of having ('alien from oft the balcony. 

Dr. Hart, tho coroner. In addressing 
the jury, stated that there appeared 'to 
be no doubt but that Green came to 
his death from tho Internal hemorrh- 
age, as stilted by Dr. Robertson. It 
required the Jury but a minute to re- 
turn a verdict to thai effect. The fun-

An order In council protesting 
against the clause In the act govern- 
ing the admission or Chinese to Can- 
ada, which lias made tho schools ot 
the province a dumping ground for 
Chinese boys ranging from fl to 10 
years or age has been passed by the 
provincial government. The order-inr 
council requests the Dominion govern- 
ment to revoke the clause referred to 
ond sots forth at lengJ.li the reasons 
vhy such action should be adopled. 

By Die terms of the Dominion act. 
Chinese students nro admitted to Can- 
ada free, nnd in the event Of there be- 
ing any dottbi as to their status as 
students they have eighteen months 
viihirt which to make good their 
standing. A certificate from t ho prin- 
cipal of any school that a Chinaman 
has attended school Tor 12 months is 
accepted as proof ot their standing, 
and the J500 deposit which they have 
in tho meanwhile put Up, Is returned 
them. 

Tlio order- in-council sets forth that 
it is unjust that the province's edu- 
cational system should be burdened 
with the task of educating these Chi- 
nese, the majority of whom are un- 
able to speak English and who, at the 
termination of the twelve months, ai'A 
dumped upon the community to com- 
pete with white labor. The educa- 
tional system of the province is there- 
by used to increase their efficiency 
and to render thorn -better able 'o 
compete with white labor, 

The provincial authorities when they 
applied to the Chinese department at 
Ottawa for their Interpretation of the 
clause, and setting forth the conten- 
tion that Chinese who •purposed at- 
tending the public schools were not 
"students" within the meaning ht the 
act, received a very cavalier answer.

A reporter for the Colonist had a 
chat with a prominent business man, 
who has large Interests In Victoria; 
yesterday, On the question of the lin- 
anclal stringency and Its posstble ef- 
fects on conditions here, during 
which the latter expressed some 
views of general Interest He said; 

"I am quite convinced that Victoria 
will be less el'fected by the "slump" 
than possibly any other point In 
Western America. This will, I think, 
he apparent to anybody who cares to 
give the matter careful consideration. 
Our immunity in this regard is due 
to the fact that, in contradistinction 
to most other cities, we Call look for- 
ward to benelit immediately to a 
large degree by the progress of im- 
portant undertakings which the tln- 
anelal stringency will not effect In the 
slightest degree. 

"In the first place, the plans of the 
C. P. R. for largo constructive and 
development wbrks on Vancouver Isl- 
and, which haVe been maturing for 
some time, will he pushed With vigor 
during the present winter and tho en- 
suing spring and summer. The rail- 
way company la now calling for tend- 
ers for clearing the right-of-way for 
Ihe branch lino to Albernl. They will 
be opened on December 2, and no 
doubt, the contracts awarded prompt- 
ly. In this enterprise alone there Is 
an assurance that employment will be 
given to a large number of men, who 
will, In a very direct fashion, influence 
the business of Victoria. In the 
spring, it may be anticipated with 
confidence, that a start will be made 
on the important work of clearing the 
large tract of land adjacent to tho 
line of the K. ,t N. railway, which 
project has been under consideration 
by the C. P. R. for some months past. 

"Then, again, another enterprise 
which will tend to give a great stini- 
ulous to local business Is the open- 
ing of the groat C. P. R. tourist hotel 
— tho Empress — Which event, so it Is 
understood, will take place in a com- 
paratively short time. It may lie taken 
as a certainty that when the big hos- 
telry Is open and ready for the recep- 
tion of guests the C, P. R. Will 1111 it. 
They know how. They have the fac- 
ilities Tor doing It. It is stated on 
authority that already numerous re- 
quests for rooms have been received 
by the management from people res- 
dent and visiting at various points 
along tho const who have heard of 
the charms ot Victoria and who are 
anxious to enmo to the city for n 
while. The bulk of the guests at the 
Empress, It goes without saying, will 
bo of tho wealthy duss who will free- 
ly spend their money among the local 
tradesmen. Therefore It requires no 
undue s.treteli of tho imagination to 
arrive at the conviction that, in tho 
opening of the big hotel alone, there 
is a factor which will contribute to 
tlie material prosperity of the city to 
a very large degree. 

"Another enterprise which we ran 
count on with certainty as being un- 
dertaken at an early date and pushed 
to a speedy completion, Is the exten- 
sion of tho E. & N. railway along 
Store street, (he laying out of new 
terminal yards on the stle of the old 
Albion works, and the erection of a 
new depot building in place of the 
present Store sireet stallion, This 
work will entail the expenditure ot 
several' hundred thousands dollars, 
and, of course, prove a great benelit 
to the city at the present juncture. 

"There is a reasonable assurance 
also, that at a very early date the 
Important work of preparing for resi- 
dential purposes the large tract of 
land known as Uplands farm, will be 
undertaken. This will give employ- 
ment to a large force of men, and ma- 
terially hasten the commencement of 
tho project for the extension of Ihe 
tram lines to that point and to the 
cemetery. 

"The planner in which building 
permits is being issued at (he city 
ball indicates 11,1 failing off in the 

construction of residences, Carpen- 
ters and contractors all look forward 
to a most busy season all through 
the winter months. 

"Surveying the situation in its en- 
tirety, then, Is it not clear that the 
outlook is R most cheering nnd grat- 
ifying one'.'"

HERE AND THERE 



One of the first men to believe in 
the possibilities of a united Canada, and 
one of those who most ardently do 
sired her welfare was Rev. George M. 
Grant, the lute principal of Queen's 
University. No one who ever met him 
doubted his goodness or his sincerity. 
He, as all strong men have, had his 
opponents. Although a man o£ broad 
sympathies and great kindness o£ 
heart, he was not afraid to stand alono 
in his advocacy of what' he believed to 
be right. After long study and much 
thought lie came to the conclusion 111 
later years, that the true solution of 
the liquor problem lay in placing the 
whole traffic in the hands of the gov- 
ernment. Much of the temptation to 
drunkenness would be removed if those 
u ho sold the liquor were paid salaries 
and had no interest in procuring cus- 
tomers. There would be no temptation 
for these ollicials to sell during pro- 
hibited hours or to adulterate tho 
liquor sold. For his advocacy of these 
opinions G. N. Grant was found great 
fault with by temperance reformers 
everywhere. 

A few days ago the Presbyterian 
General Assembly's committee on 
moral and social reform unanimously 
passed a resolution approving of the 
principle of public control and admin- 
istration of the sale of intoxicating 
liquors and commended' it to the seri- 
ous consideration of the friends of 
] temperance in communities where 
total prohibition Is not immediately 
practicable. The recommendation of 
so learned and thoughtful a body will 
oarry great weight, the more so as 
most of those who join in it are 
known to be ardent and sincere advo- 
cates of temperance reform. 



Twenty years ago the- Victoria Hos- 
pital for consumptives was founded 
in Kdinburgh In honor of tho Queen's 
Jubil.ee. The idea that consumptives 
could be cured was new then. Now 
it is general, and people everywhere 
believe that if when first the disease 
attacks a patient he may be cured by 
rational treatment. At the opening of 
an exhibition of the Victoria hospital 
a short time ago. Mr. Balfour gave 
a very interesting address. Among 
other things he said: "He heard his 
medical friends sometimes talk about 
stamping out tuberculosis altogether, 
and he imagined that some result of 
that kind might in practice be ob- 
tained as time went on. Yet he did 
not anticipate — he spoke with diffi- 
dence — that they would banish tuber- 
culosis completely' from any great 
track of country inhabited by human 
beings. If, however, they could not 
expel the tuberculosis bacillus from 
amongst them, they could reduce its 
power of doing evil to a degree almost 
incalculable. They had the example of 
what had been done in regard to ty- 
phus, and it might be that their chil- 
dren would live to see the time When 
consumption would be as little known 
in their midst as typhus. 

The three methods of dealing witli 
the disease were, first, by some form of 
inoculation, some form of anti-toxin 
long used in the ease of smallpox: 
second, diminishing the danger of in- 
fection; and third, taking those who 
had been attacked and restoring (their 
natural powers of resistance by ap- 
propriate treatment, so that they could 
shake off the disease that had made a 
lodgment in their organism, and re- 
turn to their ordinary life and work 
endowed with power which might 
make them immune against any fut- 
ure similar invasion. That' was the 
object for which sanatoria existed. He 
had heard it said that often medical 
men had been guilty of the error of 
patients who, if they had been 
sent to sanatoria when the 
disease first manifested itself, 
would almost certainly have bean 
able to return to their families and 
made to live us strong and healthy as 
they were before the disease original- 
ly manifested Itself. It was a funda- 
mental truth, which must never be 
lost sight of. that consumption was a 
disease which could be dealt with if 
they took it early in hand, but If, 
through ignorance, neglect or bad ad- 
vice it was allowed to get a fatal grip 
upon an organism, all they could then 
do was to smooth the dying months or 
years of the sufferer, relieving his 
pain, but in no sense restoring him to 
that place in society and work in the 
world which wiser treatment would 
have enabled him to fulfil. A great 
responsibility rested upon every one 
lo see that these doctrines of scienti- 
fic medicine penetrated not merely 
among the well to do, but among 
every class of the community. 

Mr. Balfour pointed nut tho groat 
work thai was done by sanatoria, 
springing up all over the country. Jn 
educating the people In the treatment 
of consumption, and In the practical 
task of curing the disease. They 
were thus a great social gain to (he 
community at large, enabling the poor 
who would otherwise not have the 
means of lighting the scourge,, to .avail 
themselves of the treatment and be 
restored to health, to the benefit of 
their families, which might otherwise 
be plunged in poverty and degrada- 
tion. Ho argued that there was a duty 
imposed on society to provide means 
for supplying sanatoria and of other- 
wise combining this fell disease, and 
expressed tho opinion that in tills 
regard Edinburgh, at any rate, would 



not be found lacking (cheers). 

Mr. Balfour afterwards declared the 
additional buildings open, and in- 
spected them, expressing great satis- 
faction with all ho saw.

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TRIED RECEIPES 

English Plum Pudding, 

Chop one pound of suet very fine 
and stir Into one pound of sifted flour 
and six eggs beaten very light. Add 
cine pound of light brown sugar, one 
pound of raisins, one-half a pound of 
chopped sour apples, fine-half cupful 
of chopped citron, one pound of cur- 
rants and spice to suit the taste. Mix 
with three wi.ieglassfuls of unfer- 
mented wine, and If necessary to thin 
the latter more, add sweet milk. Tie 
tightly in a pudding bag that lias 
been dipped in boiling water, squeezed 
dry thi n well-floured on the inside, and 
put into boiling water. Cook for four 
and one-half hours, 

Steamed Apple Sauce Dumplings. ' 

Truly delicious is this new dessert. 
Fill well-buttered muffin tins half full 
of nnpln sauce, boiled until It Is rath- 
er thick. Take two cups of flour sifted 
with' two teaspoons of baking powder, 
one teaspoon of salt, one tablespoon 
each of besl lard and bulter rubbed 
thoroughly together. Add mill; |o 
make a. sofl dough find chop one large 
tablespoon on top or each little tin 

of sauce. Bake about twenty minutes 
in a. rather quick oven, then invert on 
a platter, when each dumpling will lie 
a round ball, half apple and half bat- 
ler. Serve hot with lemon sauce or 
maple syrup. 

Finnan Haddie. 

Broiled finnan baddies with sauce 
tarfare is a prime favorite in a res- 
taurant which business men frequent. 
The fish is washed and soaked for 
about an hour in cold water; put fur 
five' minutes in hot water. Then II is 
wiped dry, spread with lemon Juice 
and butler and broiled for a quarter 
o£ an hour. The sauce tarlare is 
made by seasoning mayonnaise wifh 
minced pickles and green and red 
peppers minced. 

Soup Sourise. 

Chop left-over creamed onions fine, 
add one pint of boiling milk, bring all 
to the boiling point, then strain, sea- 
son well and serve with sailed wafers. 
If the onions arc very mild in flavor 
one small fresh one may bo added. By 
chopping vegetables very fine or 
grating them they will cook very 
quickly nnd flavor a soup as satisfac- 
torily as if cooked for hours without 
chopping,

Outpointed all the way, Colly Hill,

The rounds were of 
only two minutes' duration with a 
minute and a half rest between each, 
else the affair would scarcely have 
gone the limit. Towards the close 
Hill was hanging on, but it was duo 
more to exhaustion than to punish- 
ment. There was not a clean knock- 
down during the entire bout, though 
Hill slipped to the floor several limes. 
The local scrapper was on the de- 
fensive most of the time, but blocked 
well and avoided a large percentage of 
Ritchie's leads, though the latter con- 
' riected often enough to make the local 
man long for the bell. At the con- 
clusion of the bout Referee James T. 
Hewitt had no hesitancy in giving 
Ritchie the decision. 

Colly's brother Billy put up a splen- 
did bout with Jack Vinson, a young 
Australian witli a style all his own, 
and got a draw at the end of four 
rounds, though he was giving away a 
lot of weight. They slammed each 
other merrily, and it was pretty much 
of an even break at the end, though 
Hill was tiring rapidly. He more than 
held his own in the first two rounds, 
however, and his work in these en- 
titled him to the draw. Vinson, though 
a, little crude on science, was strong 
on motion, and manipulated his arms 
in windmill fashion with only a vague 
. idea of the direction and distance of 
his blows. His mauling tactics wore 
tho lighter boy down, but Hill made a 
great rally in the final round, and 
gave as good as he got, though tho 
final gong was sweet music to his ear. 

A couple of huskies from H. M. S.

C. athlotic union, a mass meeting of 
representatives from tho various ath- 
letic organizations in tho city will be 
held next Wednesday evening to dis- 
cuss the question, the meeting to be 
called by J. O. Brown, who has re- 
ceived circulars from the committee 
which was appointed, at the meeting 
on the l)th instant . at Vancouver .ask- 
ing that an expression of opinion be 
given by all athletic bodies in the 
city as to whether this proposed union 
should be formed and what form It 
should take. Every athletic club in 
the city Is requested to send a re- 
presentative empowered to act for his 
club. Every association of clubs is 
also requested to send a representa- 
tive with similar power. Through the 
kindness of tho Y. M. C. A., the meet- 
ing will be held in thr/r hall, commen- 
cing at H p.m. The following Is the 
Canadian Amateur Athletic fcjnlon's 
definition of an amateur: "An ama- 
teur is a person who has not competed 
in any competition for a. stated bet, 
moneys, private or public, or gate re- 
ceipts, or competed with or against a 
professional for a prize money who 
ha/ never taught or assisted In the pur- 
suit of any athletic exercise or sport 
as a means of livelihood; who has 
never directly or indirectly received 
any bonus or payment in lieu of loss 
of time while playing as a member of 
any club, or any money consideration 
whatsoever for any service »s an ath- 
lete except his actual traveling and 
hotel expenses, or who has never en- 
tered into any competition under a 
name other than bis own or who has 
never been guilty of selling or pledg- 
ing his prizes.

GUNNER MOIR CONFIDENT. 

Englishman Thinks He Will Beat 
Tommy Burns Next Month. 

New York, Npv. 14 — Represeslations 
from England have it that Gunner 
M.Mr, who will light Tommy Burns for 
the heavyweight championshop of the 
world on December 2nd, at the Na- 
tional Sporting Club, London, Is in 
prime condition. Moir has been train- 
ing for a long time and he declares 
that he will put Burns to sleep Inside 
of 20 rounds. Moir Is an Englishman 
who has served his full time in the 
barrnck-room, and has beaten all the 
heavyweight champions of the army 
in India, South Africa, Australia and 
the old country. The Gunner is about 
30 years of age, weighs 180 lbs. in 
fighting trim, stands 5 feet 0% inches 
tall and has a 44 chest that expands 
to 48 inches. Moir's parents are 
Scotch. He trained the wrestler, Hack- 
onschmldt, and Is said to have been 
able to give the Russian his hardest 
tussles. He is said to be wonderfully 
fast on his foot, capable of standing 
all sorts of punishment, and with 
every confidence. Whether or not 
Moir is sufficiently clever for the Can- 
adian heavyweight remains to be seen. 

OLYMPIC" MARATHON. 

Conditions That Will Govern Next 
Year's Long Race in London. 

The British Olympic Council, which 
will have charge of the Olympic 
games to be held in London next year, 
has decided to place the Marathon 
race on the programme. It was feared 
that this event might bo omitted, as it 
was doubtful whether the police would 
be able to protect the runners over 
the course. Assurances have been 
given that thero will be ample police 
protection. 

The selection of the course has been 
left, to the Amateur Athletic Associa- 
tion, and J. Fowler Dixon, of that 
body has ulready mapped out a course 
for the nice, which in all probability 
will be agreed upon. 

Some of the conditions that will 
govern the race have been matte pub- 
lic. The conditions agreed upon so 
for are as follows: 

First — The Marathon run of 40 kilo- 
meters (25 miles) will be run on a 
course marked out on public roads by 
the Amateur Athletic Association, and 
will finish on the running track In the 
stadium, where at least one-third mile 
will be run. 

Second — Each competitor must send 
with his entry, a medical certificate 
of fitness to take part In the race, and 
must further undergo a medical exam- 
ination previous to the start by the 
medical officers appointed by the Brit- 
ish Olympic Council. 

Third — A competitor must at once 
retire from tho race If ordered to do 
so bv a member of the medical staff 
appointed by the British Olympic 
Council to patrol the course. 

Fourth — No competitor, either at 
the start or during the progress of the 
raco. may take or receive any drugs. 
A breach may mean the disqualifica- 
tion of the runner. 

Fifth — The station of each competi- 
tor at the start will be determined by 
lot, and in the event of competitors 
being too numerous to be started on a 
single line, they will bo started on one 
or more lines. 

Sixth— Each competitor shall be al- 
lowed two attendants, who shall wear 
the same distinctive number as the 
competitor. 

Seventh — Tho attendants shall, dur- 
ing the progress of the race, remain 
behind the competitor they are attend- 
ing, or be. sufllclently in front to pre- 
vent them giving pacing assistance. 

Non-observance, of the above rules 
may mean the disqualification of the 
runner.

INDRAVELLI IS 
ATJSpUIMALT 

B, C, Salvage Company Com- 
pletes Another Successful 
Salvage Work 



WAS IN A BAD POSITION 



How the Big Freighter Was 
Floated by Local Wreck- 
. ing Company 



yesterday morning at li.1t o'clock 
the steamer IndravelH was floated 
from the rocks at Kbllett bluff against 
which she butted iit a speed of 11% 
knots an hour at 6 U.m. Tuesday. The 
B. C. Salvage company's wrecking 
steamer Salvor did the trick, and 
brought the injured vessel to Esqui- 
mau where she was anchored at 3.28 
o'clock yesterday' afternoon with two 
heavy streams pouring from outlets 
forward where the ten-inch salvage 
pumps were lifting water from her 
Hooded forepeak and forehold. The 
sal vage of the vessel, one. of the larg- 
est ever handled by the Bullens, tvaa 
a most creditable work. Yesterdny 
mornlng at 2 a.m., two hours before 
low water, divers McHardie and 
Da Costa went down and placed patch- 
es of canvas and oakum over the most 
sore spots in the torn hull of the 
steamer, which for forty feet from 
the bashed- in stem is damaged by 
boulders on which she was hanging 
some of which penetrated the plates. 
Four ten-inch pumps, with a total ca- 
pacity of 2100 tons of water an hour, 
were placed in the forward part of 
the. steamer, while work was contin- 
ued by the large gang of 'longshore- 
men sent out by the Victoria & Van- 
couver Stevedoring company to 
lighten tho steamer. The coal from 
the forward part of the vessel was 
carried aft, tanks were emptied for- 
ward, anchors and heavy gear lower- 
ed to the rnck to lighten the bow as 
much as possible, and the' steel haw- 
sers placed from amidships and for- 
ward to ties on the top of the bluff 
were let go. After everything pos- 
sible had been done to give buoyancy 
to the steamer's bow, the steamer 
Salvor, fast on the starboard side of 
the engines, started to -haul her from 
the rocks, the Indrav^lli's engines as- 
sisting, the propeller being turned 
astern at- full speed. At 11.14, with 
the pumps pouring a great stream of 
water from either side and steam 
clouding at the bow, tho stranded ves- 
sel began to move slowly, slipping 
gradually from the rocks, without do- 
ing further damage. 

When the Salvor had towed the In- 
dravelH into deep water the vessels 
'were stopped and canvas pads were 
.lowered under the damaged part of 
.the vessel's hull, being sucked taut 
•by the action of the big centrifugal 
•pumps, a start was made for Esqui- 
mau. The four pumps remain on 
^board to keep the steamer free while 
She lies at anchor awaiting the dry- 
dock, which has been secured for the 
steamer Kazembe, which the Indrav- 
elH was chartered to relieve on the 
Canadian-New Zealand route. Tho 
steamer Tartar which is being repair- 
ed expeditiously will leave the dock 
on Sunday, and will be followed next 
day by the Kazembe. 

The weather aided the salvage crew 
from Esquimau considerably, for tho 
IndravelH was in a bad postlon, ex- 
posed to southeast weather which 
might have proved disastrous.. There 
was a strong tide, too, churning like a 
chaldron around the corner of Kellett 
bluff, against tho sheer face of which 
the smashed bow of the IndravelH 
was close pressed. It was with dif- 
ficulty thai the Salvor was brought 
into position and made fast alongside, 
and the work was carried out at risk, 
which would have been great indeed 
had it not been for the favorable 
weat her experienced. 

The stranded vessel was caught 
only to the line of the foremast, about 
forty feet, and the remainder of the 
hull floated in very deep water, sound- 
ings showing 45 fathoms or 1!70 feet, at 
the stern of the vesel, deepening 
quickly to 60 and nearby to 120 fath- 
oms. The vessel, despite being held 
by so .small a part of her hull, work- 
ed very little, being held tight with 
the surging tides sweeping against 
her. 

Tho wreckers as usual made no for- 
mal arrangement for the salvage of 
the vess»l and tho settlement will lie 
arranged On the usual basis set. by 
Lloyds agency fur such services. This 
was June in the case of the steamer 
Twlcken' am, also salved by the Es- 
quimau company. 

Tho extent of the damages to the 
steamer will not be definitely shown 
until the steamer is clocked and a 
survey is 1 eld. The stem above water 
a'nne shows at present, and here the 
effect o£ tl e collision with the rock Is 
very appa>pnt, the stem being driven 
in from a point about eight feet from 
'la: rail to below the water and bash-

The llrst scaling schooner of the 
coming season's fleet to leave port, 
the little Ella G, with Cupt. Joe Plump, 
and nine hunters on board, will sail 
this morning, the vessel having cleared 
yesterday. The Ella G is leaving 
earlier than sealing vessels have sailed 
for many seusons, and the schooner 
Jessie, Capt. J. C. Voss, will follow in 
a few days. The Jessie is now at the 
old E. & N. wharf being" made ready 
for her cruise. The schooner Thomas 
F. Bayard, which returned a few days 
ago with 486 sealskins, wiil follow the 
Jessie. It is not expected that many 
other vessels will start, however, until 
tho beginning of next year. 

The schooner Otto, last of the Bering 
sea licet, is expected in port at any 
time, having been reported from 
fiesquoit with 350 skins some time ago. 
There were six schooners witli white 
crews out this season, one, tho Car- 
lotta G. Cox, being sent back in June 
under seizure, and two were diverted 
to hunt sea otters with the result that 
3S valuable pelts were brought to 
port. The schooners with white 
crews, the Vera, Ella G, Victoria and 
Ida Etta, brought 751 skins from Ber- 
ing sea, and the Carlotta G. Cox had 
77 skins taken off the British Colum- 
bia coast when sent, to port. The 
seven schooners with crews of Indian 
hunters, four belonging to the Vic- 
toria Scaling company, and three to 
independent owners, brought back 
2,K74 skins, accounting the catch of tho 
Otto as 360, an average of 382 skins 
to the schooner.

"I propose to rebuild tho Eclipse 
into a double-cndef and take' two 
natives with me from Vancouver island 
when I start for the Northwest Pas- 
sage," said Nelson Just before sailing 
today. 

"I expect to make Hersehel Island the 
first of the year, where I will try to 
pick up more natives and then con- 
tinue the voyage to Baffin hay. 

"I have more than two years of hard 
work before me, but I'm used to, that. 
I've followed the sea since 1 was a boy 
of 9 years, and it hasn't many new 
knocks to show me. I'm glad to be 
off." 

The first of the ebb tide carried Nel- 
son and his tiny craft out through the 
Heads this afternoon. The lookout at 
Point Lotios swung his telescope to 
the speck of white struggling against 
the ground swell anil wired to the 
marine exchange.

Por years past we have 
been preaching the doctrine of eo-op- 
eratlon to shipowners; we have point- 
ed out with all the earnestness In em- 
power that "Heaven helps those who 
help themselves" and that unless mem- 
bers of the industry, whether in or out 
of parliament, present a united front 
to their enemies, they will pay dearly 
for their siiplneness. Very tardily is 
the truth being realized, and it is our 
deliberate opinion that the spirit of 
agression which is animating the ranke 
of the labor party will prove to bo ono 
of the finest things that could havo 
happened to the shipping Industry. 
East week's international conference of 
Murine. Employers' {7:derations, which 
was held at the offices of the Shipping 
Federation on, Tuesday and Wednes- 
day, is the direct outcome of tho psoudo 
Socialistic movement which is menac- 
ing the rights, nay, the very existence 
of employers. We in Great Britain 
have as yet only experienced the pre- 
liminary rumbling of the storm which 
nothing short of providential interven- 
tion seems able to ward off. On the 
continent, on the other hand, matters 
have come to a serious pass. The trade 
of Hamburg and Antwerp has during 
tho last few months been paralyzed by 
strikes among laborers in the harbor; 
all oyer Europe, in tact, shipowners 
have been groaning under the tyranny 
not so much of the workers themselves, 
but of those parasitic individuals who 
batten upon the ignorance and folly 
of their dupes and style themselves la- 
bor loaders. The situation has at length 
become an impossible one. The vessels 
of those owners whom the men's un- 
ion's have singled out for attack have 
been subject to a boycott. In every 
port touched at, a system of lines for 
using free labor haft obtained in other 
cases; and in short, the employer has 
awakened to the fact that his liberty 
is fast being wrested from him. At 
this juncture the British Shipping fed- 
eration lias stepped into tho breach, 
and tho brief official report of the meet- 
ings which havo just taken place de- 
monstrates plainly that an effort is to 
bo made to bring about cohesion be- 
tween shipowners throughout Europe, 
II is an inspiring idea, tills union of 
employers for the purposes of mutual 
protection, , and we dook for great 
things from the international commit- 
tee which Is to meet shortly. All the 
principle owners in the chief ports 
of Europe will be represented, and a 
permanent council with wide powers 
will, we understand, be formed to di- 
rect the work of the new association. 
There Is plenty id' hard work to be done 
if the scheme is to prove a success, but 
we have no doubt as to the outcome.

A. C. Angler, editor and proprietor i 
of tlie London it China Express and | 
London & China Telegraph, arrived 
by the s^atner Kaga Maru yester- 
day afternoon after an extended tour 
of the countries of the Far east from 
Java to Siberia lusting fourteen i 
months and in an interview given on 
board the Japanese liner spoke Inter- 
estingly regarding far eastern affairs. 
Speaking with regard to the question 
which has arisen on tills coast relat- 
ing to the Immigration of Japanese 
and Hon. Mr. Lemieux's visit to St. 
John, Mr. Angler said: 

"I can tell you this. 1 was In con- 
versation with many reprtesentajllve 
Japanese before leaving Tokio and 
from what 1 learned can state posi- 
tively that Japan will sign no agree- 
ment that might be considered dero- 
gatory to her national dignity, nor will 
she do anything Which in any partic- 
ular discriminates against her own na- 
tionals, but the government is per- 
fectly willing to agree to any reg- 
ulations, no matter how severe 
which are applied to all nations. Some 
general regulations not alone aimed 
at Japanese must bo adopted, other- 
wise Canada must denounce its treaty 
with Japan, and forego Its Japanese 
trade, With general regulations, say 
such as the Natal act, no treaty Is re- 
quired, no documents need be signed, 
but simply regulations governing Im- 
migration put in force. If these are 
framed as against every immigrant, 
and so embodied as to keep out Jap- 
anese, I do not think Japan will have 
any reasonable ground for complaint. 
Japan Is doing the same thing with 
regard to immigration from China, 
and Chinese workmen considered un- 
satisfactory are being deported from 
Japan. 

Mr. Angler, in discussing tils visit 
to Port Arthur and Manchuria, where 
lie visited some of the battlefields, 
spoke of some little known history. 
Japan llrst learned that Russia was 
her enemy and first decided to wtir 
upon her as far back as iSS'>. Twen- 
ty-three years ago a Russian admiral 
went to Tsushima and with methods 
typically Russian endeavored to sec- 
ure a foothold for tho Czar on Tsu- 
shima island which lies between Japan 
and Korea In the .Straits of Tsushima 
and Is the key to the situation. Rus- 
sia had a short time before bartered 
the Kurllo islands to Japan for half 
of Saghallen Island and had an eye 
on Tsushima. This was long before 
Masampo on the south coast of Korea 
was dreamed of, long before Japan 
made naval bases on the Island coast 
at Sasebp and • Kure and when Japan 
was by no means a power. The Rus- 
sian admiral went to Tsushima with 
many of his crew sick— diplomatically

Mr. Angler could remember, mid he 
went with a warship to Tsushima, also 
with part of the crew diplomatically 
sick. These men were landed at 
Tsushima, and built huts, fraterniz- 
ing with the Russians. The Russian 
admiral as the days lengthened Into 
weeks and weeks to months wanted 
to know when tho British were going 
a way. 

"As soon as your men have recov- 
ered" said the British admiral, and 
the Russians, .seeing the game was 
up. left the island. 

From that moment Japan knew that 
the day was coming when war with 
Russin would be necessary. From then 
the seed of the Russo-Japanese war 
was laid. Russia was busy diplomati- 
cally at that time, the celebrated Mur- 
avieff treaty being arranged with 
China when after the iin'tisli „ n ,i 
Fr< ich troops had taken the forts 
35 j and fought their way to Peking, Rfis- 
76 ! sla, won everything diplomatically and 
30 I secured the great Amor territory. 
1?| ■ Since then the advance of japan 
has taken place and the map of the 
Orient has changed but Japan Is by 
no means in a position to do till some 
writers rear. Japan cannot afford to 
look after the Phllllplnes, even If 
she desired to have them, nor can 
Japan do aughl else than look after 
her own Interests. As the saying is, 
Japan lias now got to wear her old 
5! shoes. The nation has difficulties In 
40 to 50 I front of her, and to carry out the de- 
40 to 50 1 velopment In Korea, Manchuria etc 
all her energies will be needed." Tho" 
worst time will come about two years 
hence. Of course, there is still a 
great reserve; the taxation has not 
by any means reached its limit, the 
land tax at present especially being 
extremely low, But Japan is by no 
means in a position to carry out 
foreign conquest as some writers are 
in the habit of leading their readers 
to believe.

mines were being developed, and it 
was expected that local colliers would 
probably carry supplies to Singapore 
and Hongkong for steamers plying to 
the far east. Of all the countries vis- 
ited, though, China In Mr. Angler's 
opinion offered the most Interesting 
study. 

Mr. Angler looks for the early ab- 
dication of the Dowager Empress of 
China. It is generally expected by 
those in a position to know that the 
Dowager Empress who has so long 
ruled China will resign her throne 
at the beginning nf the next Chinese 
New Year, which occurs about the end 
of January or beginning of February. 
Of course tin-re may be family feuds 
resulting from the abdication in con- 
sequence of jealousies among the Im- 
perial chms, but on the other hand 
the selection of the heir-apparent will 
probably be made prior to the abdica- 
tion and everything may be done In 
order without trouble. 

The whole position in China is of 
the greatest interest at the present 
time. There is quite a big move- 
ment under way— it can scarcely be 
for a change. At the present time, 
though, the Chinese are groping In 
the dark without knowing which is the 
path to progress or retrogression. The 
recent appointment of Yuan Sliih Kal's 
China's greatest man, to 'Peking, was 
certainly a movement in the way of 
progress, but at the same time tho 
advancement of his rival Chang 
Chili Tung, who posed as a reformer, 
but who Is most conservative and 
ignorant, showed a counter-effect. 
Yuan is undoubtedly a strong man, 
the strongest China has today, but has 
enemies. The taking away of four of 
the six of his foreign drilled army 
divisions some time took some Of his 
strength from him. His police school 
is giving China an excellent police 
system. Men trained by Yuan Shlh 
ICal In police work are being taken 
to provincial cities and travelers '.'111(1 
now, instead of the ragtag and boh- 
tal policemen of the old day, modern, 
well uniformed, well armed and well- 
paid police officers at most of the 
larger walled citie;t from Canton to 
Peking. These men police the cities 
under their control thoroughly. 

There Is change everywhere In the 
air, but there seems to be lacking a 
thorough grasp of the situation and 
in the essential knowledge of the line 
In which the country should move, it 

is safe to say thai In the next few 
years undoubtedly a great deal will 

happen in China, nl though In which 
direction no man, Chinese or foreign- 
er can tell, for China is now grop- 
ing blindly, 

in Korea, Japan Is coping with the 
situation arising out of the abdica- 
tion of the efftperpr and the rebellion 1 
which followed, and changes for t he 
better are taking place in Manchu- 
ria, hero is still much brigandage, 
and many lawless characters at large 
there, Including a number of foreign- 
ers, mostly beachcombers; who have 
lately transferred their ' energies to 
that district.

Matter Referred to Full Court 
After Which Legislature 
or Dominion Will Act 



The full court now in session in Van- 
couver will be asked to give a de- 
cision as to the legality of the judgment 
rendered by Sir. Justice Clement In 
the recent divorce case of Watt vs. 
Watt. 

The provincial, government recog- 
nizes the seriousness of the situation 
and have asked that the full court ren- 
der Us decision as speedily as possi- 
ble. In the judgment of Mr. Justice 
Clement, the latter attacks tho juris- 
diction of a judge of the full court in 
divorce cases and the jurisdiction of 
the province to establish a divorce 
court. If the decision of the full court 
asked for by the provincial govern- 
ment Is to the effect that tho province 
has the power to constitute such a 
court, which has not been exercised, 
legislation will he introduced at the 
approaching session of the legislature 
to remedy the omission. If It is 
found that the province has not those 
powers which would have to be ex- 
ercised under legislation dating prior 
to 1871 when British Columbia joined 
the Dominion, and that therefore tho 
jurisdiction rests with the Dominion 
parliament, the provincial govern- 
ment will at once apply to the 'Domin- 
ion parliament for legislation legaliz- 
ing the divorces which have been 
granted and also legalizing the re- 
marriage of the divorced persons. In 
the latter case British Columbia w ould 
lose the distinction of being one of 
the two provinces in the Dominion 
possessing a divorce court. 

If the province possesses the jurisdic- 
tion, It Is under the proclamation of 
Sir James Douglas in 1S50. As gover- 
nor of the Mainland colony he ordain- 
ed" that the civil and criminal laws of 
England as the same existed at the 
time of the said proclamation and so 
far as they were not inapplicable to 
the colony of British Columbia were 
and should remain in full force within 
the said colony." 

The entire question hinges upon 
whether a divorce court was .estab- 
lished in British Columbia by the 
above sentence. 

In delivering the judgment in tho 
case which lias finally brought the 
question to a head, Mr. Justice Clem- 
ent said: 

"I see no reason why a judge should 
apologise at any time for a speedy de- 
livery of judgment. And, in this par- 
ticular case, the. issues involved are of 
such vital importance, not so much 
perhaps to the immediate parties as 
to many others confronted now with 
disquieting possibilities of undeserved 
opprobrium that as speedily as may 
be those issues should come hefor.o a 
court empowered to deal with finality 
upon them. In this case, if ever in 
any "inter est republlcae ut sit finis 
littum," so that, having reached a 
considered opinion, I feel If my duty 
to dispose of the case at once in order 
that there need be no delay in carry- 
ing It to appeal. 

In S. vs. .S. (1S77) 1 B.C. pt. 1, p, 
25, the on.e case In which is discussed 
the question with which I have now to 
deal, the then three judges of the 
court (Bogble, CP., Grey and Crease, 
J.J.) sat, not In banc or as an appel- 
late tribunal but in supposed con- 
formity with the requirements of the 
Divorce and Matrimonial Clauses Act 
of 1857, to hear a petition for a de- 
cree of nullity of marriage on the 
ground of impntency. Tlv? two puisne 
judges held that they had jurisdiction 
In the premises. The C.J. dissented. 
Owing, as I am given to understand to 
his refusal to join In the exercise of 
the alleged jurisdiction, tho new view 
put forward by Mr. Justice Grey, that 
one judge sitting alone could «»xercise 
the full powers of the court was adopt- 
ed in practice and has since boon uni- 
formly followed. 

If I do not discuss at length the 
views expressed by the learned judges 
in S. vs. S. if is not because 1 have 
not carefully considered them. When 
first called upon to exercise jurisdic- 
tion in divorce. I was at once struck 
by the fact that the jurisdiction, if it 
exists, is unhappily in one way so fet- 
tered and In another so unfetter.ed as 
to place a judge in a very unenviable 
position. Tied down to the law of 
1858, he has none of the safeguards 
which now obtain in England against 
collusive uctions — I mean the grant- 
ing in the first Instance of a decree 
nisi and the reference of the case to 
the King's Proctor for investigation, 
and, if necessary, Intervention. AVhilo 



on the other hand, as the Full Court 
has held In Scott vs. Scott (4 B.C., 
310), Lhene is no appeal from his dec- 
ision to any tribunal in this province. 
This very unsatisfactory state of af- 
fairs led me to an anxious considera- 
tion of the whole question of the 
court's jurisdiction and to ask at the 
first opportunity that, council . should 
argue the point. At my suggestion 
the provincial government has in- 
structed counsel to argue In support 
of tho court's jurisdiction. I have 
endeavored to keep an open mind 
throughout Mr. Wilson's able argu- 
ment; but if I may say so without of- 
fence, he has advanced nothing that 
I had not already carefully debated 
in my mind. Sine* the argument I 
have read with care all the cases he 
cited and many others. In the re- 
sult the view I take is so decided that 
for the reasons above indicated, I 
should giv.e judgment at once. 

"I assume for the purpose of this 
judgment that the jurisdiction of this 
court prior to 1871 was and still is of 
the widest character, vlss., as stated 
in Sir James Douglas' proclamation 
or June, 18511. establishing the court, 
•jurisdiction in all cases civil as well 
as criminal'- arising within the pro- 
virce. But an enactment creating a 
cwirt and deilnlng its jurisdiction does 
not usually, and It did not in this In- 
stance, tuld to the existing body of 
substantive law. It provides usually, 
nnd It provided in this instance, a tri- 
bunal to safeguard and enforce such 
rights only ns exist under the sub- 
stantive law from time to time In 
force. So that usually and in this in- 
stance we must look elsewhere for the 
substantive law. 

"Admittedly there is no legislation 
emanating from a British Columbia 
legislature prior to the date (1871) 
when British Columbia become a Can- 
adian province dealing Bpecilicall> 
with the subject of the dissolution of 
marriage. And, of course, there could 
be none since that dale, 'divorce' being 
one of the matters assigned to the ex- 
clusive ken of the Federal parliament. 
And that parliament has passud 110 
act on ' the subject. But the conten- 
tion is that the law of England, civil 
and criminal, as It existed in Novem- 
ber, 1808, was introduced at an early 
date Into British Columbia, and that 
this law of England, so introduced into 
British Columbia included a law on 
the subject of divorce. If so, it would 
clearly be the right and duty of this 
court to uphold and enforce whatever 
rights and remedies existed under Or 
were provided for by that law. The 
question of course is: Was any such 
law introduced '.' 

"To solve this question It is neces- 
sarv to consider in the first place the 
language of the enactment by Which 
English law was Introduced Into Bri- 
tish Columbia. By proclamation of 
1.8th November, 1858. Sir James 
Douglas, governor of the Mainland 
colony of British Columbia, ordained 
that 'the civil and criminal laws of 
England as the same existed at the 
date of said proclamation and so far 
as they were not from local circum- 
stances inapplicable to the colony nt 
British Columbia were and should re- 
main in full force Within the said col- 
ony.' subject, of course, to future 
legislation. After the union of the 
island and mainland colonies the above 
provision was extended to the uniud 
eclony. 

"I am of, the opinion — at all events i 
assume— that the use of the double 
negative throws the burden on him 
who asserts that a given English, law, 
statutory or other, of date prior to 
November, 1858, was not Introduced 
into British Columbia. He must es- 
tablish the affirmative proposition that 
the law in question was 'from local 
circumstances inapplicable to British 
Columbia.' 

"This drives me at once to an ex- 
amination of the English law on the 
subject of divorce ns it stood in No- 
vember, 1 858. So far as concerns the 
question of a dissolution of marriage 
by judicial decree— which is all I have 
to deal with — tile examination is ne- 
cessarily limited to the Divorce and 
Matrimonial Clauses, Act of 1857. 
Prior to tho passage of this act 110 
such judicial decree was possible; only 
Lhe omnipotence of parliament could 
dissolve the marriage tie. What then 
was the law embodied in the act of 
IS 57? 

"Here again wo have an enactment, 
one large purpose of which was to cre- 
ate a court and define its jurisdiction. 
Ir. so far as It follows out this pur- 
pose it is essentially local. The court 
was to be composed from lime to time 
of Judges occupying certain positions 
on the bench of existing English 
courts, and it was to have the juris- 
diction heretofore exercised by tile 
ecclesiastical courts in England and 
certain new and additional jurisdiction.

"In its causes, its objects. Its pro- 
visions, its qualifications, and Its ex- 
ception, it Is a law wholly English, 
calculated for purposes of local policy, 
complicated with local establishments, 
and incapable without great incon- 
gruity of being transferred as it stands 
into the code, of any other country, 

"Attorney-General vs. Stewart Was 
approved of and followed in the House 
of Lords;. Whicker vs. Hume, 1 H.L-

"In short, I am of the opinion that 
the law enacted by the divorce and 
matrimonial cases act of JS57 vvas for 
local circumstances wholly incapable 
of application to British Columbia!

ment, couched In general terms, f 
what I may call an orlnary court With 
general jurisdiction throughout the 
colony was intended or would suffice 
to make it an extraordinary court, 
with tlie extraordinary, almost revo- 
lutionary, jurisdiction of the lately 
created English divorce court. 

"I might suggest, without going fur- 
ther than mere suggestion, a some- 
what antilogous question. Could the 
colonial court exercise jurisdiction in 
bankruptcy, as the phrase Was 'under- 
stood in England, without a local col- 
onial law on the subject of bankrupt. -i 
cy? Ami I might refer to L'TJnlon St. 
Jacques vs. Beiisle L.B. P.O. 31, tor 
a definition or description of bank- 
ruptcy as a conception dependant up- 
on legislation* So, in my opinion, was 
the right to a judicial decree dissolv- 
ing marriage dependent upon and con- 
ditioned by the legislature Which 
created it. 

"One question not touched up°n in 
S. vs. S., appeal's to me to have at i 
important bearing. If the jurisdiction 
contended for exists does u decree of 
divorce pronounced by this court con- 
fer a rlghl to re-marry. Evidently a 
most vital question, the ''mil solution 
of which ought not to be delayed for 
one moment lunger than necessary. 
This question of the right to re- m arry 
after decree is discussed in the care- 
fully considered judgment of sir 
Cresswell Cresswell (speaking for' t |„, 
full court) in Chichester vs. ciii c,1 est- 
or, Tl, L.J.P. 148, nt page 15%: 'The 
Ecclesiastical Court . after t Ho 
expiration of thai time.' 

"The right, then, is a statutory irlghl 
under section 57. But section r >" de- 
pends upon and must be read with Sec- 
tion 56. Section 56 is a section un- 
equivocally local, providing for an ap- 
peal to 1 lie House of Lords. >To such 
appeal lies from any colonial co Urt. 
The right to re-marry arises only up- 
on the expiration of the time for ap- 
peal, but not. sooner. Is that time in 
the case of a decree of this court, to 
be fixed by analogy, within reference 
to lhe time Within which a final ap- 
peal may lie taken to the privy coun- 
cil? What was Hint time in 1858? 

This Is an Incongruity 
grealer, it seemed to me, than any |n 
lhe mind of Sir William Grant when 
he sookc Hie words I have P-Uot'ed 
above from Attorney ^-General vs. 
Stewart, and makes It Impossible for 
me to say thai the law enacted ''V the 
Divorce and Matrimonial Cases act n t 
1857 was other than inapplicable In 
British Columbia when such, a vital 
matter as the right to re- marry would 
be left to depend on the arbitrary 
adoption of a doubtful analogy.
